Yshoa tho following entract from & private 
letter dated Yohoufu, the 99nd March r= 

To the south-woat, twenty mtléa from we, 
thore have heen a number of riot, but ne 
ona puntshod for anything as yor, A 
athotia priest who la just in fom. that 
vicinity to-day saya that hie life hag only 
boon saved through tha fleetnosr of hia 
horso} and that for three months he had 
had to keap the horse saddled dav and 
night, so that he might bo able to fleo at 
any hour. 

Three Catholic Christians havg been kill. 
ed in Foihien, about 40 miles fo tha west 
of na, 

Sir af them have heen killed at Shonshun,’ 
20 miles 8 W., of whom twa wore burned 
to death ina big public bonfire, This isa 
different affuir from the ons I wrote of in 
my Inst lotter, whon the child waa burned, 
and twa had thelr eyes put out by tho flen- 
Meh mob, 

The PArpetratora of the outrago ta the 
east of Uy, who dismembered the bodies 
of two Cétholica, aud burned them ovor 
tho fire, bugned the living child, otc, having 
received 19. punishment of any kind, have 
beon oniboldonod.to attempt still furthor 
outrayen. - Yesterday, however, they mot 
with an unexpeoted check, Three Ger- 
mane, Lieut. Hanneman, Vr Forsohulte. 
and Mr Moots, who had heen landed 
from a gunboat on the onnat directly onst 
of us, and who were an thelr way to this 
city, stopped at Wangklachuang, the haad- 
quartera of tha rictera in that vicinity, 
for their broakfast. Everything waa por- 
feotly quiet and peaceful. There was no 
disturbance, and after settling for their 
brookfaat they started on their way to thin 
placo, After getting out about two 
com the village,’ however, ‘they 
donly hecame aware that thoy wore bolng 
follawed by 4 largo number of armed men, 
@ hundred of moro tn number, who had 
Apread out on both aides and ware rapidly 
currounding them, Somo of them oarried 
the ordinary native guns, and sone osrriod 
tho big two-tnon guns, They were ovidents 
ly bent on miachiag, but the Germans did 
not at Bret realise how serious tho situation 
was, Mt Moots, who haa been an official 
intorproter, rtopped and talked to the pon- 
ple, urging thom to keep tho peace. Ho 
assured them that they wera not Oatholics, 
or indeed missionaries, but travellers going 
quictly to Ichoufu, Thay continued to 
clave wp on them and then apened fire. 
Tho Germana did all thoy eculd to Induce 
them to dosist without bloodshod, bue 
without avail. ‘They had taken refugo 
behind some graves while parloying, but 
az the only responsa to their entreaties 
was a genoral fusillads from their aasailants, 
and aa branchea from the treor were 
falling about them, cut off by the 
bullets or by shot from the evemien! 
guns, they saw that tho situation was das- 
perate, and dotermined to sell their lives 
dearly, They wore all armed with rovol- 
vora, and began roburning the fire of their 
foo. As thoir revolvers made compara- 
tively little noire, and gave off almost no 
amoke, the Chinese sot up a rhout of deri- 
sion, and came on more boldly fora little 
timo, until they noticed one and anothor of 
their company falling, and then they began 
to realise that the foreign revolvera were 
doing exocution, if not making a noise, and 
thoy began to give way. Tho Germans 


then sprang to their fost, ran toward their’ 


assailants twenty steps, and falling to the 
ground, renewed firing. This movoment 
they repeated two or three times, when 
the Chinese turned and fied. Inthe mean- 
time their servants and barrowmen had 
scattered and of thoir six barrow-loada 
of effects all but one barrowlond had 
been carried off. With this they made 
for Ichoufu, about 25 miles, un foot, reach- 
ing here about sunset, having been followed 
by-their foes nll the way, but without suf- 
fering from anothor attack, At the time 
they themselves did not know how sevorely 
they had punished the-onemy, but word 
comes to-day that throe Chinese are dead 


and throo othora so badly wounded that re- 


covery is not expected. And now the 
strange thing ia that this morning the mia- 
sing goods and barrows and men were all 
brought in by a party of men from that 


-] vicinity, who had succeeded in ‘recovering 
them (with the loss of but a few unimport- | 


ant articles) from the rioters, and brought 
them at once to the. city. Whether they 
did this from respect, ‘or whother they 
feared the three plucky Germana would re- 
turn and destory their village, I do not 
know. 

The Garmans, with an escort of cavalry 
furnished. by the native official, are starting 
tack to the seacoast to-day, where the 
German gunboat Gefon, with the Governor 
of Tsintao on board, is awaiting their 
retarn, ond then we have reason to oxpect 
that a body of German soldiers will at once 
jand and march into the interior here, and 
attempt to reatoro order. Tho oxpedition 
had coma to Antungwei for this purpose, if 
it was found on investigation that the native 
officiala were unable of thomsclres to re- 
store peace. ‘They claim that they have no 
desire for conquest here, and no nurpose 
of permanent occupation, bat of caurse 
that is what is always said under such 
circumstances, and it is not always easy to 
let go. The local officiala about here who 
are competent to handle the people and 
punish the ringleaders in the repeated 
riots, sre hampered “by lack of men and, 
worse atill, by lack of support from the 
higher officials, In the few cases whero 
they have fought with the tobe in their 
afforts to preserve order, in case of the 
death of a rioter the soldiera have boon ar: 
rested for murder (!}, and as the result of 
one suck affair four have Iain in jail for 
months, aud wow d Tiave been. exeouted 
Jong before this bat for ourrepresentationa 
to our Consul, who has greatly interested 
himself on their bohalf.
